Replacement for Brigadier General Leo P. Geary, 
USAF, AFRDR . 


1. I learned informally from Col. Clason Saunders, USAF, of 
General Geary's office on 7 February that a Col. Jacob W. Dixon, 

5139A, USAF, presently Deputy Commander, Tactical Air Reconnaissance 
Center, Shaw Air Force Base, South Carolina has been selected by the 
Colonel's Assignment Group to replace General Geary the end of the 
current fiscal year. 

2. Col. Dixon is 48 years of age, a graduate of the Air Force 
War College, and he is a permanent Colonel, date of rank 7 January 
1958; his temporary Colonelcy dating from 20 June 1951. 

3. It appears likely that serious consideration will be given by 
Dr. Flax to breaking off that portion of General Geary's present 
responsibilities which deal with support of this Agency, and perhaps 
placing them under Col. Saunders who presumably would then come out 
from under the jurisdiction of General Ferguson, perhaps reverting 
back to some such arrangement as was in force at the time General Geary 
was housed inthe Pentagon as AFIGO-S. It does not appear that we 
should, as yet, initiate any security clearances for Col. Dixon in view 

of the possible division of responsibilities noted above, as well as the 
fact that we have not been notified officially of his assi gnment.
